Give  Those  Who  Live  by  Appealing  to  Confusion  a  Monopoly  of  Such  Appeals  in  Forthcoming  Election  Cam- 
paign— An  Outstanding  Example  of  Unjust  and  Unwarranted  Criticism — U.  F.  A.  Brings  Increased 

Good  Will  Between  Rural  and  Urban  People

After  getting  the  machinery  of  the  political  organization 
in  running  order,  the  next  steps  in  the  democratic  process 
of  carrying  on  political  activities  are  the  selection  of  dele- 
gates, and  the  holding  of  conventions.  In  the  selection  of 
delegates,  care  should  be  taken  to  select  those  who  are  best 
fitted  for  the  work  to  be  done.  The  first  and  most  essential 
qualifications  should  be  capacity  * 
for  dealing  intelligently  with  all 
questions  that  may  come  before  the 
convention,  especially  that  of 
selecting  the*  best  material  for 
candidate. 

FITNESS  BASIS 
OF  CHOICE 

Each  delegate  to  a  convention 
should  be  able  to  give  an  intelligent 
reason  why  he  voted  for  a  certain 
nominee,  and  the  basis  for  that 
reason  should  be  the  fitness  of  the 
one  voted  for  to  give  service.  No 
man  ever  succeeded  in  any  business 
by  employing  inefficient,  worthless 
servants.  Democracy  will  succeed 
in  exact  proportion  to  the  intelli- 
gence democrats  exercise  in  the 
selection  of  those  who  are  to  serve 
them  as  leaders,  and  the  selection 
of  right  leadership  is  one  of  the 
most  difficult  problems  involved  in 
democratic  development.  Perhaps 
it  is  the  most  difficult.  He  that 
is  the  most  useful  among  you,  him 
choose  as  your  servant.  If  you  find 
you  made  a  mistake  the  last  time, 
do  not  hesitate  to  correct  it  the  next 
time. 

When  the  machinery  of  the  or- 
ganization has  been  put  in  opera- 
tion, candidates  nominated,  and 
finances  provided  for  necessary  ex- 
penses, you  will  be  ready  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  campaign. 
AN  INDICTMENT  OF 
THE  PARTY  SYSTEM 

A  political  campaign  is  usually 
spoken  of  as  a  "fight".  This  of 
itself  is  an  indictment  against  our 
political  system.  However,  we 
will  have  to  recognize  conditions  as 
ey  are,  and  deal  with  them  ac- 
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cordingly;  though  this  does  not  mean  that  we  will  have  to 
carry  on  our  campaign  in  the  orthodox  political  way.  On  the 
contrary,  we  should  avoid  those  methods  as  far  as  possible 
under  existing  conditions. 

In  a  political  "fight"  between  orthodox  parties,  the  main 
object  of  each  party  is  to  gain  supremacy,  at  the  election,  ( 

over  the  other.  As  neither  political 
party  has  a  constructive  program, 
or  a  .basis  on  which  to  construct, 
it  cannot  carry  on  a  constructive 
campaign.  As  a  result,  many  ap- 
peals are  made  by  the  parties  to 
prejudices  and  passions  for  the 
purpose  of  turning  votes  away  from 
the  opposing  party,  or  parties,  in 
the  hope  of  gaining  recruits  for 
their  own.  Facts  are  often  ignored, 
or  garbled  for  the  purpose  of  creat- 
ing confusion  and  wrong  impres- 
sions in  the  mind  of  the  voter.  Em- 
phasis is  put  on  minor  things,  while 
major  ones  are  ignored.  The  op- 
posing party  is  the  one  great  ooject 
of  attack  till  a  movement  arises 
working  toward  reform  of  the  party 
system.  When  this  occurs,  the  re- 
form movement  becomes  the  prim- 
ary object  of  attack  by  both  parties. 

SEEKING  CATCHY 
APPEAL  TO  CONFUSION 

U.  F.  A.  supporters  will  have  to 
he  prepared  to  meet  such  attacks 
and  weigh  general,  or  specific, 
charges  and  criticisms  at  their  true 
values.  The  favorite  criticism  for 
the  past  year  or  two  has  been  that 
the  Government  has  failed  to  bal- 
ance the  budget.  The  assumption 
seemed  to  be  that  the  balancing  of 
the  budget  in  the  near  future  was 
an  impossibility,  and  that  this  non- 
constructive  campaign  slogan  could 
be  used  as  a  confusion  creator  dur- 
ing the  coming  campaign.  How- 
ever, the  accomplishment  of  the 
seemingly  impossible  occurred,  ne- 
cessitating the  casting  about  for 
some  other  catchy  appeal  to  con- 
fusion.  So  far,  it  seems  that  about

THE  SAME  MR.  DECHENE? 

Is  the  Joseph  Dechene,  M.L.A.,  who  appeared  on  the  Lib- 
eral platform  at  Vegreville  with  Captain  Shaw  to  pat  the  new 
Liberal  leader  on  the  back  and  to  congratulate  him  on  his 
conversion  to  the  old  Liberal  party,  the  same  Joseph  Dechene, 
M.L.A.,  who  was  the  chief  aide-de-camp  of  C.  W.  Cross  in  the 
Federal  election  campaign  in  Athabasca  last  October?  If 
so,  and  if  Mr.  Dechene's  platform  support  be  genuinely 
acceptable  to  the  new  leader  of  the  old  party,  we  can  see  no 
reason  why  the  support  of  C  W.  Cross  might  not  be  equally, 
acceptable.  We  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  of  Captain 
Shaw's  honest  intention  to  reform  the  electoral  methods  of 
the  party,  but  unless  he  effectively  dissociates  himself  from 
the  seasoned  politicians  of  the  party,  it  will  require  more  than 
benevolent  intentions  to  bring  about  any  reform.

MILLERS  AND  THE  EXPORT  DUTY 

Since  our  last  issue  went  to  press  we  have  received  from 
J.  L.  V.  Mallett,  secretary  of  the  Canadian  National  Millers' 
Association,  a  brief  letter  stating  that  "Canadian  Millers 
have  been  recommending  the  imposition  of  an  export  duty 
on  wheat  for  milling-in-bond,  and  that  only.  The  question 
of  a  general  export  duty  on  wheat  has  never  even  been 
thought  of  by  them." 

Our  letter  in  reply  is  published  below: 

"It  seems  to  be  somewhat  difficult  to  reconcile  this  state- 
ment with  some  of  the  statements  made  in  the  memorandum 
of  the  millers  themselves.  In  the  first  place,  if  the  applica- 
tion of  the  export  duty  were  really  intended  to  apply  only  to 
the  Canadian  wheat  that  is  milled  in  bond  in  the  United 
States,  the  amount  involved  would  hardly  seem  to  warrant 
the  introduction  of  an  export  duty.  Besides  there  is,  to  say 
the  least,  a  very  considerable  uncertainty  as  to  the  Canadian 
millers  getting  the  customers  for  the  flour  from  this,  wheat 
milled-in-bond  which  the  United  States  have  now;  conse- 
quently there  is  uncertainty  as  to  whether  the  Canadian 


millers  could  even  get  the  benefit  of  the  duty  on  the  small 
amount  of  wheat  that  is  involved. 

"Then,  if  the  question  of  'a  general  export  duty  on  wheat 
has  never  even  been  thought  of,  I  find  myself  unable  to 
comprehend  the  full  significance  of  the  first  paragraph  of 
the  memorandum  under  the  sub-title  of  'What  the  "Facts 
Are';  also  the  last  paragraph  on  page  11  and  the  first  para- 
graph on  page  12. 

[These  paragraphs  read  as  follows:  Although  the  legislation 
passed  might  be  made  generally  applicable,  wherever  certain  con- 
ditions prevailed,  the  problem  arises  particularly  in  respect  to 
wheat  exported  to  the  United  States  

While  milling-in-bond,  as  the  chief  present  cause  of  disadvan- 
tage  and  harm  to  Canada,  has  been  particularly  discussed,  the 
principle  would  apply  to  milling  under  drawback,  whenever,  in 
countries  imposing  unfair  conditions  on  Canada,  this  practice  de- 
veloped importance,  as  it  might  do  in  the  United  States  if  milling- 
in-bond  was  rendered  unprofitable.  As  imports  of  Canadian  wheat 
into  the  United  States  for  actual  consumption  in  that  country  are, 
under  the  present  tariff,  absolutely  negligible  and  merely  permit 
the  export  of  a  little  more  United  States  wheat  or  flour,  in  com- 
petition with  Canadian  products  abroad,  the  general  application  of 
an  export  duty  would  not  in  such  case  be  open  to  objection  on  the 
ground  that  it  might  restrict  the  market  for  Canadian  products. 

The  rate  of  duty  imposed  would  be  according  to  the  judgment 
of  the  Government  and  of  Parliament.  It  should,  however,  be  high 
enough  to  offset  the  special  advantages  enjoyed  by  any  foreign 
mills  and  place  the  Canadian  industry  in  at  least  an  equally  favor- 
able competitive  position.] 

"In  addition  to  the  above,  I  am  even  more  confused  as  to 
the  meaning  of  the  cartoon  that  appears  on  the  second  page 
of  the  memorandum  under  the  caption  ^Block  the  Hole 
From  the  Canadian  Side  With  an  Export  Duty.' 

"I  might  further  add  that  in  my  opinion  you  will  find 
the  wheat  producers  of  Western  Canada  practically  unani- 
mous in  opposition  to  any  kind  of  an  export  duty  on  Cana- 
dian wheat.  You  will  also  find  them  very  much  imbued  with 
the  idea  of  their  rights  as  owners  of  the  wheat,  and  deter- 
mined to  resist  any  effort  on  the  part  of  any  interest  to 
tamper  in  any  way  with  the  price  of  their  property."

A  FRIENDLY  THRUST  FROM  THE  MILLERS' 
JOURNAL 

Immediately  under  Mr.  Lunn's  article  on  the  proposed 
export  duty  on  Canadian  wheat,  as  reprinted  in  the  Canadian 
Milling  and  Grain  Journal,  appears  the  following  comment, 
which  appears  to  be_  directed  against  Mr.  Lunn: 

It  has  been  roughly  estimated  that  to  date  Florida  has  been 
sold  seventeen  times.  Quite  possibly.  But  this  is  nothing  in  com- 
parison with  the  number  of  times  the  grain  growers  of  the  West 
will  be  "sold"  if  they  continue  to  permit  a  foreigner  to  run  their 
affairs. 

This  little  friendly  thrust  at  Mr.  Lunn  would  hardly  ap- 
pear to  be  warranted.  We  know  of  no  reason  why  Mr.  Lunn 
should  be  referred  to  as  a  "foreigner".  It  is  true  he  is  an 
Englishman,  but  Englishmen  in  the  West,  where  the  rights 
of  the  fanner  to  property  in  his  product  are  generally  re- 
cognized, are  acknowledged  as  citizens. 

However,  the  "grain  growers  of  the  West"  are  now  duly 
warned  of  the  black  magic  of  the  dangerous  "foreigner",  and 
if  they  are  "sold"  oftener  than  many  times  seventeen  it  will 
be  their  fault. 

In  the  meantime  we  presume  this  closes  the  case  of  the 
Millers  versus  the  Wheat  Growers,  re  an  export  duty.

BENEVOLENT  INTENTIONS

OTTAWA,  May  5— In  this  article  I  de- 
sire to  touch  upon  a  few  special  subjects, 
which  I  hope  may  prove  of  some  interest 
to  your  many  readers. 

The  return  to  two  cent  postage  is  a 
step  that  will  meet  with  general  ap- 
proval. There  is  a  feature  in.  respect  of 
the  proposed  reduction  which  is  now  re- 
ceiving the  attention  of  the  Postmaster 
General,  and  that  is,  the  effect  of  the 
change  in  the  rate  of  postage  upon  the 
salaries  of  town,  village  and  rural  post- 
masters. 

The  salaries  of  many  country  post- 
masters do  not  exceed  $6  or  $7  per 
month  and  are  considered  altogether  in- 
adequate. There  is  the  responsibility  of 
handling  safely  large  quantities  of  parcel 
post  and  other  mail  matter,  registered, 
insured  \  and  otherwise,  frequently  con- 
siderable sums  of  C.  O.  D.  money,  and 
many  newspapers  and  magazines.  There 
is  also  the  responsibility  of  providing 
suitable  office  accommodation,  with  its 
attendant  heating,  lighting  and  cleaning. 
There  is  the  completion  of  necessary  re- 
ports, and  at  times  considerable  corres- 
pondence. 

SALARIES  ENTIRELY 
INADEQUATE 

Surely  with  these  responsibilities  and 
multiplicity  of  duties,  such  sums  as  $6, 
$7  or  even  $10  monthly  are  entirely  in- 
sufficient as  recompense  for  these  offi7 
cials.  Town  and  village  postmasters, 
where  much  night  work  is  entailed  and 
where  parcels,  newspapers  and  magazines 
are  distributed  in  large  volumes,  also 
labor  under  disabilities,  and  have  special 
claims  for  additional  compensation. 
These  men  and  women  are  giving  ex- 
ceedingly loyal  and  necessary  service  to 
the  country,  and  their  claims,  which  are 
of  long  standing  and  which  have  on  many 
occasions  been  presented  to  the  Depart- 
ment, should  at  this  time  receive  the 
most  careful,  and  it  is  hoped,  the  most 
favorable  consideration. 

The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
Postmaster  General  by  the  writer  on  the 
15th  April.  He  was  kind  enough  to  re- 
ply promptly,  and  (wrote  in  part  as  fol- 
lows: 

"1  may  point  out  that  rural  postmas- 
ters' salaries  are  on  a  commission  basis 
and  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  their 
stamp  sales.  In  view  of  the  return  to 
two-cent  postage  on  the  first  of  July 
next,  it  will  be  necessary  to  revise  the 
rates  of  compensation  for  rural  post- 
masters on  and  from  that  date,  and  this 
is  being  specially  gone  into  by  the  De- 
partment at  the  present  time." 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  when  the  re- 
vision is  completed,  the  scale  of  salaries 
will  be  such  as  to  be  satisfactory  to  those 
so  deeply  concerned.

assist  in  rectifying  injustices  that  exist, 
and  in  securing  for  a  most  worthy  class 
of  public  servants  a  proper  recognition 
for  their  services. 

WEST  INDIA 
TRADE  AGREEMENT 

The  West  India  Trade  Agreement, 
brought  in  by  the  Government,  when  put 
into  effect  is  expected  to  open  up  new 
avenues  of  trade.  It  is  hoped  by  some 
that  a  satisfactory  and  increasing  busi- 
ness between  Canada  and  the  West 
Indies  -will  before  long  lead  to  their 
political  union. 

The  difficulties  in  the  way  are  not  at 
all  insurmountable,  and  it  is  confidently 
believed  that  leaders  in  each  of  the  coun- 
tries interested  can  work  out  a  success- 
ful plan.   In  the  matter  of  products,  the 
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West  Indies  are  the  complement  of  our 
Domiinion,  and  through  a  federation, 
prices  of  sugar,  fruits  and  many  other 
necessary  articles,  should  be  materially 
reduced,  and  the  sale  of  flour,  fish,  lum- 
ber, vegetables  and  other  Canadian  prod- 
ucts greatly  increased. 

Certain  United  States  fruit  corpora- 
tions possess  such  immense  wealth  that 
they  can  control  steamship  and  railway 
transportation  lines.  It  is  generally  con- 
ceded that  they  have  a  "strangle  hold" 
on  the  banana  industry  and  can  regulate 
distribution  and  prices  at  will. 


BOTH  COUNTRIES  SHOULD 
PROFIT  GREATLY 

The  beautiful  and  fertile  island  of 
Jamaica  is  almost  completely  within 
their  grasp,  and  the  fruit  growers  are 
frequently  in  a  state  of  despair.  Both 
Canada  and  Jamaica  should  profit 
greatly  by  the  release  of  the  latter  from 
the  monopolistic  grip  now  enthralling 
hei4.  Sugar,  which  to  us  is  so  necessary, 
could  be  manufactured  at  the  point  of 
agricultural  production,  and  delivered  to 
us  at  much  lower  prices  than  we  are  now 
paying.  With  cheap  sugar,  might  notour 
refineries  be  turned  into  immense  jam 
factories  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  saved  by  our  fruit  and  berry 
growers?  The  tons  and  tons  of  good 
fruit  allowed  to  r^t  and  go  to  waste  each 
year — a  most  deplorable  matter  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  prairie  dweller — might 
be  prevented,  and  pure  fruit  jam  manu- 
factured at  a  low  cost. 

This  is  but  one  of  the  many  benefits 
that  would  accrue  to  the  general  advan- 
tage of  not  only  the  prairies  but  the 
whole  of  Canada.  It  is  a  subject  to 
which  the  average  man  or  woman,  up  to 
the  present  time,  has  given  but  little 
thought,  but  is  one  fraught  with  great 
possibilities.  It  will  have  to  be  kept  in 
the  foreground  if  the  scheme  is  to  be 
developed  and  our  political  leaders  as- 
sisted in  putting  it  into  early  effect.  It 
was  pleasing  to  hear  Mr.  Baldwin,  the 
member  for  Stanstead.  recently  express 
himself  as  favoring  the  plan. 

If  Newfoundland,  so  near  to  us,  could 
be  included  in  a  triangle  commercial 
union,  might  it  not  ultimately  lead  to  the 
consolidation  of  the  West  Indies,  New- 
foundland and  Canada  into  one  great 
British  American  Dominion? 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  OUR 
COAL  MARKETS 

The  subject  of  coal  is  of  a  great  deal 
of  importance  to  the  Province  of  Alberta, 
and  the  successful  d  velopment  of  this 
industry  must  have  a  far-reaching  effect 
upon  our  future  welfare. 

It  should  mean  more  miners,  more 
railway  employees,  more  men  engaged 
in  the  various  trades  and  additional 
business  men  of  every  description. 

This  undoubtedly  would  lead  to  a  con- 
sequent larger  consumption  of  farm  and 
other  products  and  to  increased  business, 
and  should  help  to  produce  a  condition 
^f  prosperity  not  only  greatly  beneficial 
to  Alberta,  but  to  other  portions  of  the 
Dominion  as  well. 

Our  coal  committee,  on  which  E.  J. 
Garland,  M.P.,  is  chairman,  since  the 
beginning  of  the  session  has  worked 
energetically  and  insistently  to  procure 
necessary  action  that  would  mean  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent  market

nal in  its  April  number  venomously  at- 
tacks President  Wood,  whose  voicing  of 
the  farmers'  opposition  to  the  proposed 
export  duty  on  wheat  it  deeply  resents. 
President  Wood,  "The  Czar  of  Alberta", 
is  "an  American  wolf  in  the  Canadian 
sheep-fold,  in  the  skin  of  a  Missouri 
mule",  states  this  journal  of  the  Cana- 
dian milling  interests,  in  the  course  of  a 
tirade  in  the  choicest  Billingsgate. 
President  Wood  deals  with  certain  as- 
pects of  the  attack  of  the  Canadian  Mill- 
ing and  Grain  Journal  in  the  article  be- 
low, at  the  same  time  declining  to  con- 
cern hcmself  with  the  gross  and  abusive 
personalities  in  the  Journal's  editorial. 
—Editor. 

President  Wood's  article  follows: 
In  the  April  number  of  the  "Cana- 
dian Milling  &  Grain  Journal — Canada's 
Only  Milling  and  Grain  Paper",  an  edi- 
torial dealing  with  tlhe  export  duty  on 
wheat  gives  such  a  peculiar  slant  to  the 
attitude,  both  mental  and  spiritual,  of 
the  leading  advocate  of  this  export  duty, 
that  I  think  it  is  important  that  every 
wheat  grower  in  Western  Canada  should 
have  the  benefit  of  this  article,  which 
is  quoted  as  follows:

has  devoted  its  editorial  columns  to 
the  task  of  pressing  Mr.  H.  W.  Wood 
to  come  out  into  the  open.  Finally, 
but  only  in  response  to  a  direct  per- 
sonal letter  from  its  editor,  Mr.  J.  E. 
Wodell,  Mr.  Wood  has  done  so.  We 
now  publish  statements  by  Mr.  Wood 
and  his  lieutenant,  Mr.  Stephen  Lunn, 
which  over  their  own  signatures  con- 
vict them.  We  do  not  intend  to  com- 
ment on  them  at  length  here.  Mr. 
Wodell  has  offered  us  the  hospitality 
of  his  columns  to  reply  to  Mr.  Wood. 
We  intend  to  take  full  advantage  of 
this  offer.  Abuse  of  the  milling  com- 
munitv  by  such  phrases  as  'Hell- 
Hounds  of  Greed'  and -all  the  rest  of 
it  may  be  all  very  well  for  the  hust- 
ings, but  perpetuated  In  print  brings 
its  own  condemnation. 

"What  must  be  the  mental  make-up 
of  Mr.  Wood?  From  his  outburst  we 
will  take  but  two  statements.  One, 
he  never  knew  that  a  general  export 
duty  was  not  proposed  by  the  millers. 
To  this  wo  reply  that  Mr.  Wood  was 


nipeg  in  January  between  the  Millers 
and  the  Wheat  Pool  officials  when  the 
matter  of  the  duty  was  mentioned;  he 
himself  then  spoke  of  it.  Those  who 
were  there  know  full  well  whether  or 
not  Mr.  Wood  understood  the  true 
nature  of  the  export  duty  proposals. 
Secondly,  he  says  that  the  British 
public  does  not  want  Canadian  milled 
flour.  This  statement  we  are  perhaps 
peculiarly  well  fitted  to  deal  with  our- 
selves. And,  speaking  on  this  occa- 
sion as  a  North  of  England  miller  with 
thirty  years'  experience  behind  us,  we 
tell  Mr.  Wooa  that  he  istjguilty  of  a 
gross  and  deliberate  falsehood.  When 
price  is  right  British  bakers  cannot 
get  enough  Canadian  milled  spring 
wheat  flour. 

"Mr.  Wood,  so  the  'Alberta  Farmer' 
tells  us,  is  from  Missouri.  Scanning 
an  American  paper  the  other  day,  we 
chanced  across  the  following:  'It 
it  stated  that  Missouri  stands  at  the 
head  in  raising  mules.  The  proper 
place  to  stand  when  having  anything 
to  do  with  these  animals,  we  should 
say.'  How  very  appropriate!  We  do 
not  wonder  so  much  at  the  misrepre- 
sentation as  at  the  mulish  obstinacy 
»  with  which  it  is  persist  d  in.  Mr. 
Wood's  whole  attitude  is  a  studied 
insult  to  the  intelligence  of  the  West- 
ern farmer. 

"That  it  might  be,  to  say  the  least 
of  it,  in  questionable  taste  that  the 
principal  champion  in  Canada  of  the 
interests  of  the  American  miller 
against  those  of  the  Canadian  miller 
should  be  a  man  of  American  origin 
will,  of  course,  have  never  occurred  to 
Mr.  Wood. 

"An  American  wolf  in  the  Canadian 
sheep-fold,  clad,  not  in  the  traditional 
sheepskin,  but  in  the  skin  of  a  Missouri 
mule,  guarding  the  lambkins  of  the 
Western  farmer  from  the  rapacious 
onslaughts  of  the  Canadian  milling 
gopher!  What  sublime  egotism!  To- 
wards the  close  of  his  tirade,  Mr.  Wood 
is  good  enough  to  hint  that,  perhaps 
after  all,  even  the  Canadian  miller  is 
entitled  to  justice.  He  can  rest  as- 
sured that  the  Canadian  miller,  with- 
out resorting  to  misrepresentation, 
will  secure  justice.  With  or  without 
the  generous  assistance  of  Mr.  Wood 
and  his  kidney.  And  without  re- 
course to  'brute  force',  for  the  Cana- 
dian miller  is  not  a  politician  but  a 
man  of  business!" 

THE  TWO  SELECTED 
STATEMENTS 

From  this  editorial  the  reader  will 
note  that  the  editor  selects  two  of  my 
statements,  or  supposed  statements,  as 
horrible  examples  of  my  mental  and 
moral  condition. 

"One.  He  never  knew  that  a  general 
export  duty  was  not  proposed  by  the 
millers." 

Soomin&ly  for  tht  purpoi*  of  demon* 


strating  my  "mental  make-up",  he  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  I  was  present 
at  a  meeting  held  in  Winnipeg  in  Jan- 
uary between  the  millers  and  the  Wheat 
Pool  officials,  etc.  This  fact  has  been 
referred  to  several  times  since  the  ex- 
port duty  controversy  has  arisen,  each 
time  with  the  subtle  intimation  that 
something  mysterious  was  supposed  to 
have  taken  place  at  this  meeting.  If  this 
is  true,  I  will  have  to  confess  that  it  was 
so  subtle  that  I  did  not  get~the  signifi- 
cance. 

The  conference  was  arranged  between 
the  millers  and  the.  Wheat  Pool  officials 
to  discuss  some  matters  regarding  trade 
relations.  During  the  discussion,  one  of 
the  millers'  representatives  spoke  of  the 
difficulty  they  had  had  the  past  season 
in  getting  sales  for  their  export  flour. 
Another  one  suggested  the  idea  of  an 
export  duty  on  wheat.  They  were  im- 
mediately warned  that  such  a  step  would 
stage  a  fight  to  a  finish  between  the 
millers  and  the  wheat  growers. 

This,  in  brief,  is  all  that  happened  at 
that  conference  in  reference  to  the  ex- 
port duty.  I  do  not  know  what  bearing 
it  had  on  either  my  mental  or  moral 
make-up.  I  might  say  that  personally, 
I  knew  at  the  time  that  an  export  duty 
had  been  suggested.  I  had  not,  how- 
ever, seen  a  copy  of  the  memorandum  to 
the  Government,  and  did  not  know  that 
such  a  document  existed.  Neither  had 
I  seen  any  official  propaganda  in  regard 
to  the  matter. 

In  bis  "Secondly",  the  editor  of 
"Canada's  Only  Milling  and  Grain 
Paper",  holds  up  his  holy  hands  in 
horror  over  my  moral  degeneracy,  be- 
cause I  am  supposed  to  have  said  that 
the  "British  public  does  not  want  Cana- 
dian milled  flour."  This  is  branded  by 
the  sanctified  editor  of  "Canada's  Only 
Milling  and  Grain  Paper"  as  "a  gross 
and  deliberate  falseho  d."  I  did  say 
that  "the  British  buyer  does  not  want 
Canadian  flour  but  does  want  Canadian 
wheat",  and  the  editor  of  the  afore- 
mentioned paper  has  not  said  a  word  to 
disprove  that  statement.  He  says  that 
"When  the  price  is  right.  British  bakers 
cannot  get  enough  of  Canadian  milled 
spring  wheat  flour." 
HOW  MUCH  DUTY  TO 
MAKE  PRICE  "RIGHT"? 

I  do  not  deny  his  statement.  The 
question  is,  when  will  the  price  be  right 
and  how  is  the  price  going  to  be  made 
right?  Evidently  it  is  not  right  now, 
else  the  Canadian  miller  would  have  no 
trouble  whatever  in  supplying  all  the 
British  demand  for  Canadian  spring 
wheat  flour.  The  way  he  proposes  to 
make  that  price  right  is  by  putting  suf- 
ficient export  duty  on  Canadian  wheat 
to  overcome  the  difference  in  freight 
between  wheat  and  flour,  plus  the  dif- 
ference between  the  value  of  the  offal 
in  the  United  States  and  Britain,  plus

EXECUTIVE  TO  ARRANGE  ALL,  LITERATURE 

The  chief  item  of  expenditure,  however,  will  be  publicity.  Your  Execu- 
tive has  decided  to  issue  all  campaign  literature,  except  such  literature  as 
any  district  may  desire,  for  local  reasons,  to  issue  itself.  The  literature 
prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  will  be  distributed  to  all 
Provincial  Constituency  Associations  throughout  the  Province. 

In  addition  to  the  special  literature  to  be  issued  by  the  Executive 
within  the  next  few  weeks,  arrangements  will  be  made  to  publish  "THE 
U.  F.  A.,"  the  official  organ  of  the  Association,  as  a  weekly  during  the 
progress  of  the  campaign.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  first  of  the  weekly 
numbers  will  be  published  early  in  June. 

SPECIAL  FUND  IS  OPENED 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  substantial  expenditures  will  be  incurred  in 
the  carrying  out  of  the  above  program,  your  Executive  has  deemed  it  ad- 
visable to  open  a  special  fund.  The  tasks  which  the  Provincial  Executive 
has  arranged  to  perform  will  relieve  the  Constituencies  of  a  heavy  financial 
burden,  and  we  are  accordingly  appealing  to  all  Constituency  and  District 
Associations,  Locals  and  members  to  contribute  generously  to  the  Trust 
Fund  which  has  been  opened  at  Central  Office,  for  the  financing  of  the 
campaign.  (Make  cheques  and  orders  payable  to  the  U.  F.  A.  Trust 
Account). 

DEPENDS  ENTIRELY  ON  PEOPLE  THEMSELVES 
Remember  that  the  U.  F.  A.  in  contrast  with  the  old  political  parties, . 
is  dependent  for  the  financing  of  all  its  activities,  including  the  conduct  of 
elections,  entirely  upon  the  people  themselves.    Unless  the  people  continue 
to  finance  their  own  campaigns,  for  the  election  of  their  own  representa- 
tives, there  can  be  no  democratic  political  action. 

Will  you  please  send  in  your  contribution  to  Central  Office  without 
delay?

I 
have  always  expressed  myself  freely  con- 
cerning public  and  sejni-public  affairs, 
and  expect  to  continue  to  do  so  as  long 
as  I  live.  I  have  no  uneasiness  whatever 
concerning  my  citizenship  standing 
among  respectable,  fair-minded  Cana- 
dians. As  to  the  other  kinds,  I  am  en- 
tirely indifferent.  I  am  equally  indif- 
ferent to  Billingsgate.  If  such  propa- 
ganda is  considered  satisfactory  for  the 
millers'  cause,  it  is  entirely  so  to  me, 
and  I  know  the  wheat  growers  will  be 
glad  to  see  it. 

I  am  unalterably  opposed  to  an  'export 
duty  of  any  kind  on  Canadian  wheat,  be- 
cause I  believe  it  is  wrong,  criminally 
wrong.  I  am  unable  to  convince  myself 
that  the  millers  themselves  are  satisfied 
that  it  is  just  or  right.  Be  that  as  it 
may,  I  expect  to  oppose  it  to  the  best 
of  my  ability  to  the  bitter  end.

Party  System  Which  by  Its  Corruption  and  Injustice  Brought  the  Farmers'  Revolt  of  1921  Seeks  to  Assume 
Its  Old  Authority — No  Fear  of  the  Soundness  of  Co-operative  Principle  for  Which  the  U.  F.  A.  Stands — 
Will  the  Rank  and  File  Measure  Up  to  Responsibilities  in  Forthcoming  Provincial  Election?

There  is  no  end  to  human  progress. 
The  time  will  perhaps  never  come  when 
men  and  women  will  be  able  to  sit  down 
and  say,  "We  have  finished." 

Each  achievement  is  like  another  brick 
in  the  great  structure  of  society  and  be- 
comes the  basis  upon  which  another 
must  be  built.  Thus  man  emerged  from 
the  lowest  scale  to  where  he  now  is,  and 
in  this  way  he  will  rise  to  a  plane  as 
high  above  the  present  as  the  present  is 
above  the  distant  past.  It  is  essential 
that  all  progress  should  be  seen  as  a 
process,  for  then  we  not  only  sustain  our 
hopes,  but  we  sustain  our  effort. 
ALBERTA  FARMERS'  STEP 
FORWARD  IN  1921 

Five  years  ago  the  Organized  Farmers 
of  Alberta  took  a  decided  step  forward 
in  their  political  experience.  For  many 
years  they  had  been  gathering  strength 
and  developing  their  own  powers  of 
thinking.  During  these  years  they  had 
imbibed  a  theory  that  all  the  affairs  of 
a  community  could  be  attended  to  by  the 
people  themselves;  that  in  order  to  do 
so  an  organization  of  a  nature  which 
would  permit  a  number  of  people  to  act 
as  a  unit  was  indispensable;  that  some 
common  and  permanent  interest  was  the 
best  basis  for  such  an  organization;  that 
such  an  organization  in  action  would  ac- 
cept the  responsibilities  involved  and 
that  the  principle  of  co-operation  should 
be  adopted  as  between  one  organized 
group  and  another  in  order  to  secure  the 
best  interests  of  all.  In  the  general  Pro- 
vincial election  of  1921,  the  U.  F.  A. 
wrote  its  theories  into  history. 

We  are  now  on  the  eve  of  another  gen- 
eral election,  and  it  will  be  the  supreme 
test  of  the  U.F.A.  movement.  Already  the 
forces  which  were  temporarily  over- 
thrown by  the  farmers'  movement  in 
1921,  are  gathering  their  shattered 
ranks  together  for  another  onslaught. 
The  old  parties  with  new  heads  and  new 
catch  words  and  new  promises  are  bent 
upon  the  task  of  overthrowing  the  Farm- 
ers' Government. 
WHAT  RENEWED 
VICTORY  WILL  MEAN 

All  political  eyes  from  Halifax  to  Van- 
couver are  turned  toward  Alberta.  Mo- 
mentous decisions  hang  upon  the  out- 
come of  the  approaching  Provincial  elec- 
tion. Its  result  will  have  a  direct  effect 
upon  the  future  of  Canadian  institutions. 
If  the  progress  made  by  the  U.  F.  A.  in 
1921  should  be  held  and  consolidated, 
partyism  will  gradually  disappear  and 
sane  co-operation  take  its  place.  If  we 
slide  back  partyism  will  take  on  a  new 
lease  of  life. 

It  will  be  seen  at  once  that  what  was 
done  in  1921  was  only  a  beginning.  It 
was  the  first  step.  We  must  not  falter 
now;  we  dare  not  slip  back;  the  watch- 
word is  forward. 


The  same  reasons  which  compelled  the 
movement  to  take  political  action  five 
years  ago  are  here  to  urge  continuance 
in  well  doing.  The  same  economic  pres- 
sure which  brought  the  U.  F.  A.  into 
existence  and  drove  it  into  action  in  self- 
defence,  is  here  today,  with  the  exception 
of  such  relief  as  the  farmers  have  been 
able  to  secure  by  their  united  effort,  and 
which  will  be  speedily  lost  if  they  falter. 
The  same  old  party  system  which  by  its 
injustice  and  corruption  brought  about 
the  agrarian  revolt,  is  ready  to  assume 
its  old  authority  and  to  recommence  its 
nefarious  practices.  Moreover,  not  a 
single  principle  for  which  we  stood  in 
1921  has  failed  under  the  test  of  experi- 
ence. 

NO  FEAR  OF  THE 
U.  F.  A.  MOVEMENT 

Let  me  hasten  to  say  that  I  have  no 
fear  of  the  U.  F.  A.  movement  and  no 
fear  of  the  co-operative  principle  which 
it  seeks  to  establish.  The  only  question 
is,  will  the  rank  and  file  measure  up  to 
their  responsibilities  in  the  approaching 
test?.  If  we  do  not  measure  up,  others 
will,  and  others  will  reap  where  our  tim- 
idity prevented  us  from  reaping,  and 
others  will  enjoy  the  glory  of  achieve- 
ment which  might  have  been  ours. 

OUR  RESPONSIBILITY 
CANNOT  BE  SHIRKED  NOW 

Party  leaders  who  assail  the  U.  F.  A. 
representatives  in  the  Legislature  are 
assailing  the  U.  F.  A.  The  U.  F.  A.  ac- 
cepted responsibility  for  the  Farmer  Gov- 
ernment. That  responsibility  cannot  be 
shirked  now.  If  mistakes  -  were  made 
either  in  choice  of  representatives  or  in 
advicegiven  them,  correct  those  mis- 
takes and  go  on.  Let  us  not  forget  that 
a  criticism  of  the  U.  F.  A.  Government 
is  a  challenge  to  the  intelligence,  and 
to  the  democratic  right  of  every  individ- 
ual member  of  the  movement.  We  must 
meet  that  challenge  with  calmness,  with 
dignity  and  with  personal  and  collective 
responsibility. 

Let  those  who  go  among  the  mob  like 
roaring  lions  seeking  whom  they  may 


devour,  roar  away,  but  do  not  let  them 
devour  us.  We  know  their  tactics  and  can 
ibe  on  our  guard.  Parties  which  have 
given  us  a  long  history  of  political 
strife  and  which  exist  by  competing 
with  each  other  to  the  death  will  warn 
us  against  the  dangers  of  our  class  phil- 
osophy; parties  which  have  plunged  the 
Province  into  crippling  indebtedness  will 
promise  to  take  us  out  of  debt.  Parties 
which  have  never  been  efficient  in  govern- 
mental matters  will  tell  us  how  efficient 
they  can  be,  if  only  we  will  vote  for  them 
once  again.  These  and  many  more  things 
will  they  tell  us,  but  surely  since  we  have 
been  burned  so  often,  we  need  not  to  be 
warned  against  the  flames. 

The  words  of  England's  greatest  poet, 
"To  thine  own  self  be  true;  and  it  must 
follow  as  the  night  the  d*.y  thou  canst 
not  then  be  false  to  any  man",  should 
be  the  motto  of  every  individual  member 
of  the  U.  F.  A.  and  of  the  movement 
itself  during  the  coming  struggle.  Be 
true  to  our  own  vision,  to  our  own  or- 
ganization, to  our  own  representatives, 
to  our  own  responsibilities  and  our  own 
principles.  In  this  way  we  shall  also 
be  true  to  all,  and  the  principles  which 
fortune  has  committed  to  our  care  will 
prosper  in  our  hands  and  some  day  will 
save  the  world.

ALBERTA  WHEAT  POOL  LEASES  TERMINAL  ELEVATOR 
AT  PRINCE  RUPERT 

The  new  Dominion  Government  elevator  at  Prince  Rupert  has  been  leaied  by 
the  Alberta  Wheat  Pool,  the  lease  to  take  effect  on  August  1st. 

This  announcement  was  made  by  the  Head  Office  of  the  Alberta  Pool  during 
the  current  week.  The  new  terminal  elevator  has  a  capacity  of  1,250,000  bushels, 
and  Is  the  fastest  handling  elevator  on  the  Paclflo  coast.  It  provides  berths  for 
two  ships,  and  a  ship  may  be  loaded  from  the  elevator  In  seven  hours. 

The  ever-Increasing  Oriental  trade  of  the  Pool  will  be  handled  through  the 
elevator  at  Prince  Rupert,  and  considerable  time  In  despatch  will  thus  be  saved. 
Arrangements  have  already  been  made  with  the  larger  steamship  lines  to  have 
their  vessels  come  to  this  Northern  port  without  any  additional  charge  as  com- 
pared with  the  port  of  Vancouver. 

Prince  Rupert  will  serve  as  an  outlet  for  grain  from  all  C.  N.  R.  points  In 
Alberta.

Livestock  Pool  Obtains  Special 
License  to  Operate  in  the 
Calgary  Stockyards 

Temporary  License  Removes  Pool  From   Control  of  Livestock  Exchange  —  Busi- 
ness Now  Going  On  as  Usual — G   overnment  Investigation  Proceeds 


On  Friday,  May  7th,  there  came  a  lull 
in  the  struggle  between  the  Calgary 
Livestock  Exchange  and  Co-operative 
Livestock  Marketing  as  represented  by 
United  Livestock  Growers  and  the  Al- 
berta Livestock  Pool.  On  that  day  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  under  auth- 
ority of  an  Order-in-Council  passed  the 
same  day  at  Ottawa,  issued  to  United 
Livestock  Growers  a  temporary  special 
license  authorizing-  the  company  to 
transact  business  on  the  Calgary  Stock- 
yards pending  completion  of  the  Gov- 
ernment investigation.  Under  such 
license  the  company,  which  was  under 
suspension  by  the  Calgary  Livestock^  Ex- 
change, was  able  to  resume  operations, 
subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Govern- 
ment, but  in  no  way  under  the  control  of 
the  Calgary  Livestock  Exchange.  Busi- 
ness is,  consequently,  now  going  on  as 
usual. 

On  April  28th  United  Livestock  Grow- 
ers filed  an  action  against  the  Calgary 
Livestock  Exchange  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Alberta  in  order  to  obtain  a 
restoration  of  its  trading  privileges.  An 
interim  injunction  was  at  ones  granted 
bv  the  court,  upon  the  request  of  the 
plaintiff,  restraining  these  bodies  from 
interfering  with  the  opejations  of  the 
company.  Under  this  injunction  United 
Livestock  Growers  were  able  to  resume 
trading  after  a  two-day  suspension.  This 
relief,  however,  did  not  last  long,  as  the 
injunction  was  terminated  on  Tuesday, 
May  4th,  and  the  suspension  again  be- 
came effective.  On  that  day  the  Cal- 
gary Livestock  Exchange  went  into  court 
and  applied  for  the  lifting  of  the  injunc- 
tion, regardless  of  the  fact  that  the 
previous  dav  an  investigation  had  been 
begun  by  J.  M.  MbCallum,  Dominion 
Government  representative,  who  had  ar- 
rived from  Otttawa  for  that  purpose,  and 
the  Calsrarv  Livestock  Exchange  had 
been  invited  to  furnish  particulars  of  any 
matters  thev  desired  investigated. 

C.  Rice-Jones,  president  of  United 
Livestock  Growers,  issued  a  statement, 
in  which  he  said: 

"This  action  bv  the  Exchange  exposes 
even  more  clearly  than  did  their  earlier 
moves  the  motive  behind  their  present 
course  of  action,  the  desire  to  cripple  co- 
operative marketing  service.  The  inves- 
tigation they  had  professed  to  want  was 
miner  wwr     by  a  ownmittee  of  our 


opposition,  but,  at  our  request,  by  the 
Dominion  Government.  They  could  not 
wait  for  the  outcome,  but  in  the  hope 
of  interfering  with  co-operative  market- 
ing they  obtained  for  the  second  time, 
and  on  purely  legal  grounds,  our  suspen- 
sion from  trading  privileges. 

fighting  whole 
pool  Movement 

"This  is  not  the  fight  of  one  organiza- 
tion only.  It  is  the  fight  of  the  whole 
co-operative  marketing  movement  for 
the  right  to  conduct  its  business  free 
from  the  undue  interference  of  those  who 
would  destroy  co-operative  marketing  if 
they  could.  It  is  a  fight  on  behalf  of 
the  whole  principle  of  co-operative  mar- 
keting." 

When  suspension  for  /(he  second  time 
became  effective,  the  company  at  once, 
applied  to  the  Government  for  a  special 
license,  and  this  was  issued  on  May  7th. 
The  company  was  deprived  of  trading 
privileges  on  a  total  of  six  trading  days, 
during  the  two  periods  of  suspension. 
Livestock  were  fed  and  taken  care  of  at 
the  company's  expense  during  that  time, 
and  all  livestock  were  settled  for  at 
their  full  market  value  at  time  of  re- 
ceipt, the  cost  being  borne  by  the  com- 
pany as  a  whole. 
MANY  ASSURANCES 
OF  SUPPORT 

The  action  of  the  Exchange  is  gener- 
ally looked  upon  as  an  attack  on  co- 
operative marketing  which,  during  re- 
cent months,  has  been  steadily  gaining 
in  strength  on  the  Calgary  market.  As- 
surances of  support,  and  of  approval  of 
the  action  of  the  company  have  been  re- 
ceived from  many  quarters,  Mr.  Rice- 
Jones  said. 

The  Exchange  made  an  offer  to  re- 
store the  company  to  membership  on 
certain  conditions,  but  the  offer  was  re- 
jected. No  further  developments  are  ex- 
pected until  the  report  of  the  Govern- 
ment investigators  is  received. 

In  announcing  the  issuance  of  the 
special  license  Mr.  Rice-Jones,  president 
of  United  Livestock  Growers,  concluded 
his  statement  by  saying: 

"Our  enemies  in  the  city  are  tempor- 
arilv  disposed  of.  Make  sure  that  our 
enemies  in  the  country  fail  in  their  ef- 
forts, by  the  circulation  of  untrue 
stories,  to  divert  livestock  that  Bhould  be 
included  in  co.operativ*  ihlp^enta,"

SOME   NECESSARY    STEPS   IN  THE 
CARRYING  ON  OF  DEMOCRATIC 
POLITICAL  AFFAIRS 
(Continued  from  page  1) 
all  the  material  available  for  that  purpose 
has  been  the  general  charge  of  inaction 
and  inefficiency  on  the  part  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, supplemented  by  a  few  specific 
charges,  such  as   criticism  of  changes 
made  in  the  boundaries  of  two  or  three 
constituencies,  and  of  the  not  building 
the  Northern  railroad,  etc. 

OUTSTANDING  EXAMPLE 
OF  UNJUST  CRITICISM 

These,  of  course,  are  backed  up  by  the 
old  charge  that  has  so  long  since  become  . 
threadbare — that  of  the  U.  F.  A.  being  a 
narrow,  class  group  whose  principal  aim 
is  to  set  class  against  class  in  irrepress- 
ible conflict.  An  outstanding  example  of 
this  unjust  and  unwarranted  criticism  is 
attributed  to  the  new  leader  of  one  of 
the  parties,  at  the  time  of  his  recent  elec- 
tion to  that  position.  He  is  reported  as 
having'  "complained  of  the  policy  of  the 
Government  in  creating  distrust  of  rural 
for  urban  and  urban  for  rural".  This 
statement  is  made  irf  face  of  the  fact, 
patent  to  every  observing,  intelligent 
citizen,  that  since  the  present  Govern- 
ment came  into  power  five  years  ago, 
there  has  been  more  development  of 
good  will  between  the  rural  and  urban 
elements  of  Alberta  than  there  had  been 
during  the  previous  life  of  the  Province. 
This  fact  will  be  recognized  by  fair- 
minded,  thanking  men  of  both  Calgary  and 
Edmonton,  as  well  as  by  the  same  type  of 
men  in  the  rural  districts.  The  Govern- 
ment itself,  and  the  organization  behind 
it,  have  been  trying  to  promote  that 
spirit  of  good  will.  The  better  elements, 
both  of  the  urban  and  rural  districts, 
recognize  that  this  spirit  of  good  -will  is 
increasing. 

GOODWILL  WOULD  MEAN 
DOWNFALL  OF  PARTYISM 

The  one  outstanding,  discordant  ele- 
ment is  that  composed  of  political  partis 
zans.  They  dare  not  recognize  and  en- 
courage this  good  will._  The  develop- 
ment of  good  will  to  the  extent  of  the 
different  legitimate  elements  of  the 
people  of  the  Province  getting  together 
on  a  co-operative,  working  basis  would 
mean  the  downfall  of  the  false  political 
system  and  the  elimination  of  profes- 
sional politics.  Nothing  could  throw  the 
urban  and  rural  classes  back  into  the 
condition  of  suspicion,  distrust  and  ill 
will  toward  each  other  that  formerly 
existed,  more  quickly  than  to  revert  to 
the  utter  confusion  of  partytsm  under 
the  domination  of  professional  politicians. 
ALL  PROGRESS 
HARD  TO  SUSTAIN 

That  there  will  not  be  an  inclination 
on  the  part  of  some  to  revert  to  party- 
ism  can  hardly  be  hoped.  All  efforts  at 
progress  are  hard  to  sustain.  The  jungle 
call  to  citizenship  indifference  has  by  no 
means  lost  its  appeal.  The  call  of  duty, 
when  it  is  a  call  to  action,  is  not  always 
responded  to,  even  by  those  whose  most 
vital  interests  are  concerned. 

In  1921  the  call  came  to  the  citizens  of 
Alberta  to  rise  and  throw  off  the  yoke 
of  party  servitude,  political  misrule  and 
inefficiency.  This  call  was  responded 
to  by  an  invincible  army  of  volunteers. 
A  conflict  was  staged  in  the  pollticai 
field  of  Alberta,  which  resulted  in  a  vic- 
tory of  the  democratic  forces  over  thoge 
of  autocracy  that  hai  never  been  8ur. 
passed  In  any  polltloa|  artmst  In  th« 
wnrld  at  My  ttm*>, 
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LOOK  BACK  AT 
WHAT  WE  REJECTED 

Are  we  going  to  respond  to  the  call  of 
confusion,  drop  back  into  a  condition  of 
inaction  and  stagnation,  and  thereby  lose 
all  we  have  gained?  If  not,  we  must  be 
up  and  doing.  If  we  need  a  stimulant,  all 
that  is  necessary  is  to  look  back  at  what 
we  rejected,  and  forward  to  what  is  be- 
fore us.  With  our  faces  to  the  future, 
we  must  move  forward  in  an  orderly 
manner. 

\\  e  cannot  make  progress  by  appealing 
to  confusion.  Give  those  who  live  by 
confusion  a  monopoly  on  all  such  appeals. 
We  can  live  only  by  the  development  of 
order.  Confusion  will  be  as  fatal  to  our 
policy  as  order  will  be  to  theirs.  If  we 
go  forward  in  the  development  of  order, 
their  plan  will  die.  If  we  turn  back  at 
the  call  of  confusion  ours  cannot  live. 
Order  and  confusion  are  irreconcilable 
to  each  other. 

Orderly  construction  must  be  carried 
on  in  an  orderly  manner.  The  first  re- 
corded attempts  at  architecture  were  in- 
complete, but  they  were  the  "beginning 
of  order  in  architecture.  The  first  at- 
tempts at  democratic  construction  are 
necessarily  incomplete,  but  if  they  are 
orderly  they  are  normal;  and  if  kept 
orderly  and  normal,  they  will  continue  to 
make  progress  toward  perfection. 

LEAVE  THESE  THINGS 
TO  OPPOSING  FORCES 

But  remember  that  false  statements, 
half  truths,  appeals  to  prejudice,  or  any 
other  attempts  to  confusion,  all  repre- 
sent material  that  cannot  be  used  to  ad- 
vantage anywhere  in  orderly  social  con- 
struction. Leave  all  this  kind  of  mater- 
ial to  the  opposing  forces,  till  it  drops 
from  their  enfeebled  hands  to  decay  on 
the  barren  waste  in  the  wake  of  prog- 
ress. 


Real  and  Substantial 
Progress  Shown  in 
Rural  Education 


States  Deputy   Minister  in  Report  of 
Department  of  Education 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, .tabled  in  the  Provincial  Assembly 
during  the  recent  session,  shows  that  the 
total  enrolment  in  the  schools  of  the 
Province  for  the  school  year  1924-1925, 
was  147,796,  an  increase  of  423  over  the 
previous  year.  The  total  number  of 
teachers  was  4,864. 

The  average  period  of  operation  of 
schools  was  184.71,  and  the  average 
monthly  attendance  of  all  children  in  the 
Province  was  87.44  per  cent.  This  is  .19 
per  cent,  above  last  year. 

The  amazing  growth  of  secondary  edu- 
cation in  the  Province  is  shown  by  the 
number  of  High  School  pupils.  In  1905 
the  number  was  585,  and  in  1925  it  was 
14,713,  an  increase  in  percentage  from 
2.41  of  all  pupils  to  9.955. 

In  concluding  his  report  the  deputy 
minister,  J.  T.  Ross,  states  that  real  and 
substantial  progress  in  education  has 
been  made  during,  the  year,  thi .  being 
especially  noticeable  in  rural  schools. 
There  was  every  indication  that  this  pro- 
gressive era  would  continue  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.

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Costs  of  Provincial  Government  Are  Simply 
Stated  From  the  Standpoint  of  the 
.Average  Alberta  Taxpayer 

Commonsense  About  the  Provincial  Revenues  and  Expenditures — Income  of  Alberta  per  Capita  $18.56,  and 
Expenditure  $18.54 — Education  Largest  Item  of  Expense  Apart  From  Public  Debt — What  the  Province 
Gives  in  Return  for  the  Money  Expended — Cannot  Avoid  Paying  for  the  Mistakes  of  the  Past

During  the  next  two  months  the  cost 
of  Provincial  Government  will  be  a  burn- 
ing question.  Orators  on  public  plat- 
forms will  glibly  reel  off  millions  of 
dollars  and  base  their  arguments  thereon. 

But  the  ordinary  individual  does  not 
deal  in  millions,  and  it  is  difficult  to 
think  in  them.  He  or  she  can  under- 
stand the  cost  of  Government  when  it 
is  reduced  to  a  per  capita  basis. 

The  estimated  income  of  the  Provincial 
Government  for  the  present  year  is 
$11,699,852.  The  estimated  population  of 
the  Province  is  630,000.  Divide,  the  in- 
come by  the  population,  and  we  find  that 
the  per  capita  amount  is  $18.56. 

Now,    if    this    amount   were  taken 
directly  from  the  individual   adult,  it 
would  be  a  considerable  sum.    But  it 
isn't.    This  is  how  it  is  made  up. 
HOW  PER  CAPITA 
INCOME  IS  MADE  UP. 

The  subsidy  from  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment, together  with  the  interest  from 
school  lands,  accounts  for  $3:65.  The 
subsidy  was  given  in  lieu  of  the  natural 
resources,  and  Alberta  made  a  bad  bar- 
gain when  accepting  this  subsidy  in 
1906,  as  the  Dominion  takes  more  than 
the  subsidy  out  in  oil,  coal,  timber  and 
other  leases,  and  sale  of  lands. 

The  Attorney-General's  department  of 
the  Province  exacts  an  income  of  $4.88. 
Of  this  the  Liquor^Control  Act  accounts 
for  $2.74.  So  if  you  are  a  teetotaller 
you  pay  nothing  of  this  amount,  though 
you  benefit  by  its  expenditure.  The  bal- 
ance of  the  Attorney-General's  amount 
is  made  up  of  Land  Titles  office  receipts, 
mothers'  allowance  refunds,  succession 
duties,  fines,  etc. 

The  Municipal  Affairs  department  has 
an  income  of  $3.45.  Of  this  the  Supple- 
mentary Revenue  Tax  (the  only  general 
tax  levied  by  the  Province)  accounts  for 
$2.09;  the  Wild  Lands  Tax,  79c,  and  the 
Educational  Tax,  26c.  « 

The  Provincial  Secretary's  department 
receives  an  income  of  $3.99.  The  chief 
items  in  this  amount  are  the  Amuse- 
ment Tax,  36c;  Corporation  Tax,  81c; 
Railway  Mileage  Tax,  50c;  Gasoline 
Tax,  56c;  Auto  Licenses,  $1.10. 

The  Agricultural  department  receives 
55c,  chiefly  from  game  licenses,  fur  tax, 
threshing  machine  licenses,  brand  books, 
etc. 

The  Treasury  department  receives  62c 
principally  interest  items,  etc.  Public 
Health  receives  40c,  principally  patients' 
fees. 

There  are  several  other  income  receiv- 
ing departments,  but  those  given  above 
represent  $17.54  out  of  the  total  of 
$18.56,  which  is  the  average  paid  per 
head. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  the  taxation  is 
heavy  on  the  average  individual.  From 
the  form  of  the  taxes  it  will  be  seen 


that  they  fall  most  heavily  on  those  who 
get  benefit  from  the  Province's  activ- 
ities, such  as  land  or  mineral  owners, 
automobile  owners,  and  so  forth. 
HOW  IS  THE 

MONEY  SPENT?  0 

Now,  what  do  we  get  for  the  payment 
we  make  to  the  Provincial  Treasury? 

The  estimated  expenditure  for  1926 
is  $11,677,862.93.  This,  divided  by  630,- 
000  population,  gives  approximately 
$18.54  per  head. 

The  biggest  item  of  expenditure  is 
public  debt,  accounting  for  $6.48  per 
capita.  Most  of  this  is  interest  on  rail- 
ways owned  by,  the  Province,  none  of 
which  so  far 'have  earned  enough  to  pay 
their  interest  charges.  Consequently, 
the  public  pays  the  interest.  Other  items 
are  interest  on  irrigation  and  drainage 
schemes,  public  buildings,  and  provision 
for  sinking  fund. 

Under  the  head  of  Executive  Council, 
are  cost  of  election  this  year,  20c;  sup- 
erannuation fund,  15c;  inspection  of  coal 
mines,  scientific  research,  and  other 
items,  making  a  total  under  this  head 
of  58c. 

AVERAGE  COST  OF  M.L.A.'s 
17c  PER  INHABITANT 

Under  Legislative,  covering  expenses 
of  Parliament,  and  totalling  28c,  we  find 
that  the  average  cost  per  member  of  the 
Assembly  per  year  is  17c  per  inhabitant. 
Not  a  great  deal  for  all  the  fuss  made 
about  it. 

Agriculture  costs  95c.  This  comprises 
grants  to  fairs,  cost  of  agricultural 
schools  and  encouragement  of  agricul- 
ture generally. 

The  Attorney-General's  department 
shows  an  expense  of  $2.28.  This  covers 
the  administration  of  justice,  supreme 
and  district  courts,  sheriffs,  magistrates, 
land  titles  office,  protection  of  children, 
etc.  The  Alberta  Provincial  Police  ac- 
counts for  65c  of  the  total,  and  -the  pay- 
ment of  mothers'  allowances,  40c. 
EDUCATION  MAJOR 
ITEM  OF  EXPENSE 

Education  is,  and  properly  so,  the  big- 
gest item  of  expense  with  the  exception 
of  the  public  debt,  amounting  to  $3.36. 
School  grants  total  $1.80,  University 
costs  67c,  the  balance  being  made  up  of 
.technical  education,  normal  schools,  in- 
spection, examinations,  school  texts, 
education  of  blind  and  deaf  children,  etc. 

Public  Health  accounts  for  $1.46.  In 
this  is  included  grants  to  hospitals  and 
sanitoria,  administration  of  the  Health 
Act,  nursing  and  travelling  clinics,  oper- 
ation of  mental  institutions  and  training 
schools. 

Another  major  item  is  public  works, 
totalling  $2.18.  This  includes  the  build- 
ing and  maintenance  of  highways,  mar- 
ket roads,  bridges,  ferries,  upkeep  of 


public  buildings,  including  courthouses, 
offices,  jails  and  asylums. 

There  are  other  smaller  items  of  ex- 
pense, making  up  the  total,  but  those 
given  above  are  responsible  for  $17.57 
out  of  the  total  of  $18.54. 
CAPITAL  ACCOUNTS 
OF  THE  PROVINCE 

Here  we  get  back  to  the  millions.  The 
Province  last  year  added  to  the  public 
debt  $2,551,888.80,  principally  for  public 
works  and  advances  to  railways.  By 
the  way,  this  is  the  smallest  increase 
since  1918.  This  year  the  increase  is 
expected  to  be  three  millions.  The 
amount  to  be  spent  on  capital  account 
in  the  Railways  Branch  is  $2,792,820, 
made  up  of  $1,227,000  for  operating  and 
interest  charges  on  the  three  railways 
owned  by  the  Province,  $790,820  for  the 
Lethbridge  Northern,  and  $775,000  for 
the  Pembina  extension  of  the  E.  D.  & 
B.  C.  Railway.  The  Public  Works  de- 
partment furnishes  the  other  large 
spending  on  capital  account,  the  total  be- 
ing $2,583,042.  Of  this  $1,500,000  is  for 
main  highways;  $500,000  for  Bridges  and 
$250,000  for  market  roads.  These 
amounts  total  much  more  that  three  mil- 
lion dollars,  but  the  difference  is  made 
up  by  receipts  on  capital  account,  and 
the  new  works  are  capital  assets  of 
great  value. 
PUBLIC  DEBT  AND 
WHAT  WE  HAVE  FOR  IT 

Our  total  public  debt  at  the  end  of 
1925  was  over  seventy-nine  millions,  of 
which  thirty-five  represents  railways, 
and  twenty-two  telephones.  The  tele- 
phone system  has  not  been  taken  into 
consideration  in  this  article,  because  it 
is  practically  paying  its  way,  and  is  not 
a  drain  on  the  public  revenues  of  the 
Province,  as  the  railways  unfortunately 
are. 

The  foregoing  article  is  intended  to 
give  the  ordinary  taxpayer  a  bird's-eye 
view  of  the  revenue  and  expenditure  of 
the  Province.  The  per  capita  figures 
are  necessarily  approximate,  but  they 
are  as  accurate  as  is  possible  without 
going  into  decimals. 

The  Province  is  in  very  good  finan- 
cial shape,  the  railway  situation  being 
the  only  great  problem.  We  cannot 
evade  paying  for  the  mistakes  of  the 
past.  The  only  way  out  is  to  endeavor 
to  transfer  the  burden  to  the  shoulders 
of  those  who  should  properly  bear  it 
either  the  Dominion  Government  or  the 
transcontinental  roads.  These  derive  the 
benefits  from  colonization  of  freight 
production  on  the  roads. 

When  we  consider  the  services  the 
Provincial  Government  renders  in  health, 
education,  upholding  of  law  and  orderj 
provision  and  upkeep  of  roads,  and  other 
items  enumerated  in  this  article,  can  we

The  interesting  account  given  below 
of  one  day  spent  at  the  Junior  Confer- 
ence during  University  Week  for 
Farm  Young  People,  will  undoubtedly 
give  many  of  the  parents  and  even 
many  of  the  young  people  themselves 
an  entirely  new  idea  of  what  goes  on 
at  the  Conference.  University  Week 
will  be  held  this  year  from  June  2nd 
to  June  8th. 

The  Senior  Committee  on  Junior 
U.  F.  A.  Work  have  discovered  that 
in  rrany  districts  there  is  a  decided 
lack  of  knowledge  about  the  week  of- 
fered the  farm  young  people  by  the 
University  of  Alberta.  This  account 
of  one  day  spent  at  the  Conference 
was  prepared  by  them  to  remedy  the 
lack. — Organization  Committee. 


A  Day  at  the  Junior  Conference 

What  ls  in  Store  for  Farm  Young  People  Who  Participate  in  "University  Week" 
Described  By  a  Junior  Who  Attended  Last  Year 

they  hear  practical  talks  on  food  and 
food  values  or  Home  Nursing.  There 
are  no  fancy  frills  to  these  talks.  They 
are  what  every  farmer's  wife  would  de- 
light in  and  put  into  every  day  use  when 
she  anived  home.  The  boys  go  to  see 
the  barns  for  a  lesson  in  Animal  Hus- 
bandry or  to  the  field  plots  for  a  lesson 
in  Field  Husbandry  and  here  again  no 
parent  need  be  afraid  his  boy  will  get 
"expensive  notions"  for  here  they  will 
see  just  as  great  economy  practised  as 
we  find  in  our  own  farms. 

At  noon  all  again  meet  in  Athabasca, 
where  we  usually  enjoy  a  few  songs  until 
the  dining  room  doors  open  again  and 
all  repair  to  their  own  tables,  but  now 
they  ilind  a  different  "Senior"  at  the  head 
of  each  table,  and  so  the  young  people 
get  well  acquainted  with  workers  of  our 
own  organization,  as  well  as  teachers  in 
the  University. 

Soon  Cease  to  Be  Strangers 

From  the  hum  of  conversation,  no  one 
would  believe  that  those  young  people 
were  strangers  to  each  other  two  short 
days  before. 

The  girls  go  back  to  Pembina  Hah 
where  they  are  wisely  advised  to  rest 
until  time  to  go  to  lectures.  On  the 
first  day  they  smile  at  the  idea  of  rest- 
ing, but  by  the  second  day  most  of  them 
are  ready  to  rest,  for  they  find  that  this 
kind  of  life  is  more  tiring  to  the  average 
farm  girl  than  house  work,  and  besides 
they  have  learned  how  very  useful  those 
lectures  are  proving  to  them,  and  they 
do  not  want  to  miss  a  bit  of  them. 

In  the  afternoon  lectures  are  again 
held  separately,  and  at  4  o'clock  the 
girls  go  to  their  campus  for  games  and 
recreation  under  a  competent  instructor, 
and  the  boys  go  to  their  work  likewise. 
At  this  period  the  young  people  usually 
practice  for  the  Field  Day  sports  whicb 
are  held  on  the  afternoon  of  the  closing 
day. 

Everyone  leaves  the  grounds  in  time 
to  change  for  dinner.  Before  leaving  the 
"dining  room  in  the  evening  the  captains 
of  the  various  groups  report  the  totals 
made  by  their  respective  groups  and 
when,  as  sometimes  happens,  a  captain 
can  announce  100  per  cent.,  everyone 
proves  his  sportsmanship  by  real  ap- 
plause. 

Again  the  boys  and  girls  form  in  lines 
in  front  of  their  own  buildings  and  march 
to  Convocation  Hall,  where  under  a  good 
leader  they  enjoy  a  half  hour  of  singing, 
followed  by  an  address  by  some  out- 
standing person  such  as  the  Minister  ol 
Education,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  or 
some  University  professor. 

At  10  o'clock  the  captain  in  charge  ot 
each  group  sees  that  each  member  is  in 
his  or  her  room,  and  at  10:30  "lights  out" 
finds  every  one  snug  in  bed. 

This  represents  one  day's  wprk.  Can 
you  fancy  what  eight  days  of  such  re- 
freshing does  for  the  young  people? 

Do  not  let  your  son  or  daughter  be 
without  this  opportunity;  nothing  in 
after  life  can  ever  replace  it. 


At  6:45  a.m.  while  most  of  the  city 'is 
still  sleeping  and  while  most  of  the  par- 
ents at  home  have  been  busy  more  than 
an  hour,  the  rising  bell  rings  and  the 
boys  and  girls  who  are  not  already  up 
and  dressed,  scramble  from  their  beds, 
for  they  have  only  13  minutes  to  prepare 
for  morning  exercises.  At  5:58  the 
whistle  blows,  and  all  assemble  to  march 
out  on  the  campus  for  their  drill,  or  if  the 
morning  is  disagreeable  they  march  to 
the  "gym",  where  they  arrive  at  7 
o'clock  sharp  and  instruction  begins,  al- 
ways under  an  experienced  and  capable 
instructor.  Drill  lasts  for  30  minutes — 
the  boys  and  girls  taking  their  drill  sep- 
arately from  different  instructors.  Then 
all  go  to  their  rooms,  where  they  prepare 
for  breakfast  and  make  their  beds.  Oh, 
yes,  both  boys  and  girls  make  their  own 
beds  and  there  is  a  healthy  competition 
for  first  place.  Very  often  the  judges  are 
surprised  at  the  ability  of  young  men  in 
keeping  their  rooms  tidy  and  neat,  and 
joyful  indeed  is  the  clapping  when  it  is 
reported  that  the  iboys  have  won  for  the 
day. 

Unique  Pleasure  for  the  Girls 

The  doors  of  the  dining  room  open  at 
8:15  sharp  and  two  minutes  before  this 
the  girls  assemble  in  front  of  Pembina 
Hall  and  march  over  to  Athabasca,  all 
being  ready  for  a  hearty  breakfast.  To 
the  girls  this  is  especially  a  pleasure, 
and  over  and  over  you  hear  "Isn't  it  nice 
to  sit  down  to  breakfast  and  not  know 
what  you  are  going  to  have  to  eat?" 

Nobody  Ever  Late  for  This  Period 

Breakfast  being  over,  the  boys  line  up 
under  their  leaders  in  front  of  Athabasca 
Hall,  the  girls  under  their  leaders  in 
front  of  Pembina,  and  march  over  to 
Convocation,  where  all  assemble  to  hear 
Mr.  Cameron  give  one  of  his  famous  Life 
and  Character  talks.  Once  in  a  while  a 
boy  or  girl  may  be  late  for  breakfast- 
but  there  are  no  "lates"  for  this  period. 
Everyone  feels  he  cannot  possibly  afford 
to  miss  this  first  lecture  of  the  day, 
where  from  the  homeliest  subjects,  life's 
lessons  are  taught  in  a  way  never  to  be 
forgotten. 

Ait  9:15  there  is  always  a  lecture  on 
something  of  mutual  value  to  boys  and 
girls  such  as  "Habits",  "The  Why  of 
Education",  "The  History  of  Agricul- 
ture", etc.,  by  such  men  as  Dean  Howes, 
Mr.  Ottewell,  Mr.  Corbett,  etc. 
At  10  o'clock  the  boys  and  girls  sep- 
I  arate.  The  girls  go  to  a  class  room  where

MOVED  TO  EDMONTON 

On  May  1st  the  head  office  of  the 
Alberta  Co-operative  Poultry  Produ- 
cers, Limited,  was  moved  from  the 
Lougheed  Building,  Calgary,  to  the 
building  occupied  by  the  Provincial 
Egg  and  Poultry  Marketing  Service, 
Edmonton. 

D.  M.  Malin,  manager  of  the  Provin- 
cial Marketing  Service,  Is  now  secre- 
tary of  the  Pool  and  will  have  charge 
of  the  head  office.  All  Pool  contract 
signers  will  please  ship  to  the  Egg  and 
Poultry  Pool  at  Edmonton,  Calgary  or 
Lethbridge,  whichever  is  nearest  to 
them.  Get  the  red  Pool  tags  to  put 
on  your  shipments.  If  possible,  get 
together  with  your  neighbors  and  ship 
in  two  case  lots  or  more;  it's  cheaper. 

Form  a  local  shipping  association 
If  you  can,  and  ship  on  the  case  plan 
if  you  have  not  enough  eggs  to  make 
shipment  twice  a  week. 

The  Provincial  Marketing  Service  Is 
sales  agent  for  the  Pool  and  under  the 
new  arrangement  Is  in  a  position  to 
give  the  Pool  efficient  service.  Pay- 
ment for  eggs  Is  .being  made  on  a 
basis  of  two  cents  under  market  for 
first  or  Initial  payment,  and  final 
settlement  will  be  made  at  the  close 
of  the  Pool  period,  or  when  eggs  In 
that  period  are  finally  sold.  The  year 
Is  divided  into  four  Pool  periods  for 
eggs  and  two  Pool  periods  for  poultry. 
Receipts  of  Pool  eggs  are  heavy  at 
present.

FARMER  MEMBERS  MOVE  FOR  THE 
PROTECTION  OF  GRAIN  SHIPPERS 

AFTER  LIBERAL  GOVERNMENT 
HAS  REFUSED 
(Continued  from  page  4) 
for  our  coal  in  Ontario.    The  members 
are  greatly  disappointed  that  progress 
has  not  been  greater. 

It  is  realized  that  the  committee  has 
been  fighting  an  uphill  fight,  and  that 
it  has  not  found  the  atmosphere  in  this 
connection  as  favorable  as  is  desirable 
in  the  interests  of  our  Province. 

It  is  necessary  to  continue  our  efforts 
in  this  regard  unremittingly,  or  even  to 
take  measures  bordering  on  the  drastic, 
in  order  to  provide  for  a  satisfactory 
solution  of  this  problem  before  another 
winter  is  upon  us. 
CAMPBELL  ON 
GRAIN  ACT  AMENDMENT 

Bill  No.  8,  An  Act  to  Amend  the 
Canada  Grain  Act  (Warehouse  Receipts) 
introduced  by  M.  N.  Campbell  of  Mac- 
Kenzie,  received  its  first  reading  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  February  1st.  His 
explanation  is  as  follows: 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  Is  to  restore  to  the 
farmer  the  right  to  determine  the  destina- 
tion of  his  grain,  which  right  was  taken 
away  from  him  by  an  amendment  to  the 
Canada  Grain  Act  introduced  In  the  Agri- 
cultural Committee  last  year.  Prior  to  this, 
the  farmers'  right  has  not  been  questioned 
to  have  his  grain  placed  In  a  special  bin  in  a 
country  elevator  and  have  It  consigned  to 
any  terminal  he  might  designate.  Last 
year's  amendment  stipulated  that  where  a 
farmer  consigned  such  grain  to  any  terminal 
other  than  that  of  the  company  in  whose 
local  elevator  the  grain  had  been  stored,  the 
elevator  company  could  not  be  held  liable 
for  weight,  or  grade,  where  the  latter  had 
been  agreed  upon. 
LOSS  TO  POOL  OF 
MILLION  DOLLARS 

The  effect  of  this  Is  that  Pool  grain  hand- 
led  through  line  elevators  Is  sent  forward 
to  the  company's  own  terminal,  and  grain 
of  a  similar  grade  from  there  delivered  to 
the  Wheat  Pool  terminal.  The  Identity  of 
the  original  grain  being  lost  a>id  the  grades 
"skimmed"  leaves  the  elevator  companies 
In  a  position  to  pick  out  the  wheat  with 
high  protein  content  and  secure  the  prem- 
iums, the  Pool  being  delivered  the  skimmed 
article.  We  have  It  on  the  authority  of  a 
Pool  official  that  the  Pool  lost  not  less  than 
a  million  dollars  on  this  account  In  1925. 

The  Government  proposed  to  accept  this 
bill  as  one  of  Its  own  measures,  but  as  oppo- 
sition developed  from  the  grain  trade  the 
Government  refused  to  accept  responslbftlty 
for  It,  and  It  will  have  to  run  the  gauntlet 
of  the  House." 

AMAZING  DISCLOSURES  AT 
CUSTOMS  ENQUIRY 

The  budget  debate  still  continues,  but 
it  has  been  relegated  to  a  secondary 
position,  owing  to  the  amazing  disclos- 
ures made  to  the  Customs'  Enquiry  Com- 
mittee, which  is  now  sitting. 

It  was  thought  by  many  when  the  In- 
vestigation began  that  it  was  a  mere  poli- 
tical gesture,  and  it  was  described  by 
some  writers  as  being  "silly"  and  in  the 
nature  of  a  "dud". 

It  soon  became  apparent  that  the  Com- 
mercial Protective  Association — who  had 
spent  many  thousands  of  dollars  investi- 
gating causes  for  business  depression  ex- 
perienced by  many  of  its  members — had 
not  snent  that  money  for  political  motives. 
VTT,FST  KTND  OF 
GRAFT  RAMPANT 

Recent  happenings  have  demonstrated 
beyond  any  doubt  that  the  vilest  kind  of 
graft  and  corruption  have  been  rampant 
in  the  Customs  Department. 

Already  two  high  officiate  In  tho  Civil 


resignations,  and  enough  evidence  has 
been  given  to  implicate  many  others 
holding  the  highest  positions  of  trust. 

It  is  expected  that  owing  to  this  in- 
vestigation, probably  $20,000,000  ormore 
will  be  added  to  the  public  treasury  this 
year.  With  this  or  a  greater  sum  saved 
each  year  by  a  proper  administration  of 
this  Department,  it  can  easily  be  per- 
ceived what  it  will  mean  to  this  Domin- 
ion during  a  period  of  ten,  fifteen  or 
twenty  years. 

While  this  no  doubt  is  important  from 
a  material  standpoint — of  vastly  greater 
importance  is  the  effect  such  looseness 
of  administration  will  have  upon  the 
morale  of  our  public  life,  if  it,  with  all 
it  involves,  is  not  probed  to  the  bottom, 
and  remedied,  regardles-,  f  where  the 
axe  may  fall.  This  is  not  a  matter  of 
party,  it  is  not  a  question  of  Conserva- 
tiv°s  scorins?-  over  Liberals,  or  vice  versa. 
What  is  at  stake  is  the  more  vital  thing 
of  nubile  faith  in  government,  of  public 
confidence  4n  public  institutions. 

In  the  carrying  of  this  out,  a  great  re- 
sponsibility rests  upon  the  Progressives, 
one  of  whose  main  objects  In  entering 
nubile  life  was  to  give  to  the  country  a 
cleaner  and  purer  form  of  government. 
SAVF  THE 
FORESTS  WEEK 

Save  the  Forests  Week  has  come  and 
gone.  The  Department  of  the  Interior  is 
to  be  commended  for  its  annual  effort  to 
arouse  the  interest  of  the  public  to  the 
imnortance  of  tree  conservation  and  tree 
culture. 

The  subject  should  be  one  of  the  deep- 
est concern  to  those  cultivating  our 
Western  Prairies,  and  should  be  handled 
by  them  in  the  most  practical  way. 

If  we  think  we  have  no  responsibilities 
in  this  matter,  and  wish  to  bequeath  a 
legacy  of  "dry  years"  and  devastating 
hie-h  winds  and  consequent  misery  to 
those  who  come  after  us,  it  is  only  neces- 
sary for  us  to  pay  no  heed  to  the  words 
of  wisdom,  destroy  almost  every  tree  in 
sisht — as  some  are  doing — and  fail  to 
plant  others.
